Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 18 are allowed in view of the BPAI Decision on 2/29/08. 

The prior art of record fail to teach operating a control system for an automotive 
vehicle by determining a relative roll angle and initiating a wheel departure angle 
determination in response to the relative roll angle reaching a threshold; determining a 
double wheel lift and bouncing of the vehicle and, in response thereto, increasing the 
roll signal for control to a boosted roll signal and holding a brake pressure to prevent 
rollover.
